SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD House Of Sand And Fog is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. 

The publication is a DVD containing a feature that is identical in content to a 35mm film 
of the same title (OFLC No. 400259) which has been previously classified by the Office 
of Film and Literature Classification. The decision was registered on 10 March 2004. 
The classification of the video recording was "Objectionable except if the availability of 
the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 16 years" with the 
descriptive note "Violence, sex scenes and suicide." 

The feature is a contemporary American drama/tragedy based on a novel. While 
having artistic merit, it contains some strong depictions of violence and suicide. The 
DVD contains some additional components including: deleted scenes; components 
about the making of the feature; an "audition tape" of one of the actresses; audio 
commentary to the feature; still photographic images; text components about the cast, 
crew and the feature; and notices. 
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Some of the extra components are informative and reinforce the artistic and technical 
merit in the feature. However, they do nothing to lessen the impact of the depictions of 
violence and suicide. Some of the extra components repeat depictions of violence and 
suicide from the feature or contain violent depictions which are similar in nature to 
those in the feature. The extra components do not add anything that would result in 
the DVD receiving a different classification to that given to the 35mm film.
